The  piopar.itions  for  sending  a  Brazilian 
minister  to  Cliina,  and  at  tlie  same  time  for 
sending  representatives  of  various  planting 
organizations  after  Chinese  labor,  renders  it 
more  tlian  neces.sary  that  measures  shoulil 
be  immediately  taken  to  provide  for  the 
protection  of  these  people,  should  they 
come.  If  nothing  is  done,  then  it  is 
almost  certain  that  these  quests  will  result 
in  failure.  The  barbarous  treatment  accor- 
ded the  Chinese  laborers  in  various  coun- 
tries has  made  the  government  of  China 
very  careful  in  exacting  guarantees.  They 
know  something  of  the  state  of  affairs  in 
Brazil,  something  of  the  condition  of  life, 
and  something  of  the  treatment  accorded  to 
tlie  laborer.  They  will  know  that  Chi- 
nese labor  in  Brazil  will  mean  slavery  for 
their  countrymen,  and  a  slavery  all  the 
raort;  hopeless  because  of  the  ililiiculties 
existing  in  securing  cheap  return  passages 
home.  Tliey  will  therefore  demand  the  full- 
est guarantees  for  good  treatment  and  ample 
facilities  for  return  passages.  The  syndi- 
cates who  are  promising  laborers  at  30$  a 
month  (less  than  £  2)  will  also  find  them- 
selves very  far  short  of  what  will  be  exacted, 
Chinese  cheap  labor  will  not  be  quite  so 
cheap  as  that,  nor  will  the  Chinese  remain 
at  wages  so  low  that  they  can  not  save  some 
thing  from  them.  They  will  very  soon  find 
that  Rangoon  rice  is  a  costly  article  of  food 
in  Brazil,  and  they  will  not  be  long  in  finding 
employment  at  belter  wages  than  the  plan- 
ters are  now  disposetl  to  offer.

The  news  from  Sao  Paul.-  to  the  eflfect 
that  an  American  gentleman  lias  eiven  filty 
thousand  cloliais  for  the  erection  of  a  col- 
legiate institution  in  that  city,  meiils  gen 
eral  attention  among  Brazilians,  not  lor  the 
purposes  which  the  donor  may  have  in 
inind,  but  as  an  example  worthy  of  emula- 
tion. There  is  no  country  more  in  need  of 
good  educational  institutions  than  Brazil, 
and  there  are  few  countries  where  there  is 
so  little  interest  shown  by  the  people  them- 
selves. While  generous  requests  are  made 
elsewhere  for  the  support  and  founding  of 
schools  and  colleges,  here  we  never  hear  oi 
such  a  benefaction.  It  is  common  enough 
to  find  men  giving  liberally  lo  asylums  and 
hospitals,  but  almost  never  for  schools. 
Why  is  it  ?  If  more  attention  were  paid  to 
the  proper  training  of  children,  then  there 
would  be  less  need  of  asylums  and  hospi- 
tals, consequently  the  need  of  giving  in 
charity  to  repair  the  errors  and  dissipations 
of  life  would  not  be  so  great,  A  well 
instructed  people  ought  to  be  better  protect- 
ed against  the  evils  of  life,  and  ought  also 
to  be  iiappier  and  more  progressive.  It  is 
sound  policy  therefore  for  every  benevolent 
and  patriotic  man  to  provide  for  the  better 
education  of  his  countrymen.  He  should 
not    wait   for   tiie   government   to  act,    for 


political  inlUiences  in  education  have  more 
of  evil  in  them  than  good.  If  Brazil  is  to 
be  a  prosperous  and  well  governed  republic, 
good  schools  must  be  established  in  every 
large  city  ami  in  every  state,  and  these 
schools  shouKi  be  wholly  nmler  the  contiol 
ol  private  corporations.  Wo  trust,  tliere- 
fore,  that  the  e.Nample  oi  Wk.  Mackenzie  in 
S;\o  I'anio  will  he  followei!  at  once  in  every 
pari  of  Ura/il,  and  that  we  shall  soon  sec 
tlic  linic  when  tlie  Brazilian  \'outli  can  be 
cduc.ued  jusl  as  well  at  lioiiie  as  abroail.

The  ship  hmJ  been  [o 
Santd-:  with  callle  ami  mules  last  December,  and 
allluiiitih  the  crew  knew  she  was  again  taking;  in 
live  Mock  for  that  port,  no  ohieclion  was  lo.lKcd 
until  the  day  when  she  was  rea.iy  for  se.a,  when 
they  .efosed  to  i;et  the  ship  under  weigh.  The 
ship  <uig!u  [0  have  sailed  la.st  Saturday,  Imt  in 
consetinence  uf  this  refu.s.il,  an  appeal  was  niailo  to 
the  lliitish  consul.  On  Sunday  the  men  were 
hrout;lil  ashore  by  order  of  the  explain  of  the  port, 
lull  Liter,  by  recpiesl  of  tht;  master,  were  allowed 
on  hnard  again.  On  Monday,  ihruugh  the  media- 
tion ..f  tlie  consul-wlio  told  llic  men  iheir  refusal 
was  iifit  justified— an  amicable  arr;int;einen[  was 
eflecial,  and  the  crew  acceptctl  an  olVcr  of  the 
masU'r  i.i  dischai-j^e  ihein  all  by  niiUua!  conscnl, 
paying  [hem  their  full  wa^;es  lo  date.

COMPAA'HJA  MOa  YANA. 

Tlio  protest  presL'nIed  at  the  meetnig  of  share- 
holdfis  on  the  iSlh  uh.  by  two  shareholders,  and 
not  ai.ccpied  by  Uie  ]>rcsidcnt  and  other  omcers  of 
the  nifctinij,  slioubi,  from  the  nature  of  its  subject 
matter,  be  condemned  to  contempt,  were  it  not 
for  llie  expedience  ot  removing  any  disagreeable 
inipurshioii  which  it  may  perchance  create  at  .a 
distance,  in  fore:gn  counlries,  wheri;  the  cum- 
pan/--  record  has  established  for  it  the  well  de- 
served credit  which  it  enjoys. 

Tlie  protesters  scduoufily  eudeavcmr  lo  cast 
doubt  on  the  oft  proved  and  never  suspected 
disinlereslcdncss  of  the  re-elected  president  of  the 
company,  attributing  to  him  imcompalihilily  with 
the  duties  of  his  position  such  for  ven.sons  not  lo 
lie  (ound  eitiicr  in  law  or  in  the  statutes  ofllie 
company. 

The  author  o[  the  piolesl  ami  its  prosenlcr, 
holders  of  15  .shares,  are  not  uiiawine  uf  ilie  iinpio- 
piiety  and  meffic-icy  of  the  loeans  employed,  but,  as 
their  .sole  object  is  to  annoy  the  piesidenl  of  the 
company  and  give  vent  lo  iheir  re.seiitniciiL  on 
account  of  ilie  failure  of  iheir  ^-chenies,  even  at  the 
cost  ol  the  fjeneral  interest,  they  conieiit  themselves 
with  the  pi>ssibility  of  embanassint^  the  affairs  of 
the  company  or  ot  rcnciering  less  easy  the  nuinage- 
menl  and  ))rogress  of  those  allairs! 

The  protesters  assert  that  we  aic  incnm])atilile 
with  a  directorship  in  the  Mo|^yaiia  Coin|iany, 
"because  it  is  jiublic  ami  notorious  that  we  are 
ilireclor  ami  presiileiit  of  iln;  liaiico  dos  Lavra- 
dores  and  Conipanhia  MacIIardy,  companies  that 
have  lart^e  transactions  with  the  lilogyaiia." 

This  incmnpatibility  is  one  which  lias  m  foniula- 
tioii  in  law,  nor  in  llie  statutes  of  the  company. 

Art.  12  of  llie  law  of  Novembei-  4th,  1SS2,  Art. 
12  of  Decree  of  January  17th,  1890,  Art.  112  of 
Decree  No.  434  of  July  4lh,  1S91,  on  which  the 
protest  is  founded,  refer  lo  the  personal  interest  ol 
the  admiiiistr.ator  in  opposition  to  llial  ni  the  com- 
pany and,  even  so,  do  not  render  him  incennpalilde 
with  ihe  ofilice,  Iml  merely  exclude  him  ifoni  taking 
part  in  the  proceedings.  The  director  performs  a 
trust,  ihat  is,  lie  lakes  charge  of  the  interest  of  a 
third  parly  and  not  of  his  own  or  personal  in- 
lerest.  Allhough  the  director  of  a  company  may 
be  also  director  of  other  companies  having  trans- 
actions  with  the  former,  he  is  not  thereby  prevented 
Iroin  taking  part  in  the  proceedings,  because  lie 
represents  the  interests  of  the  companies,  tliat  :s 
those  of  third  parties.  Constant  usage  conrirnis 
this  interpretation  of  the  law  as  the  only  legal  and 
rational  doctrine.  'Ihe  examples  at  directors  of 
companies  that  have  transactions  with  each  oilier 
arc  many  undouhletily  in  opposilion  lo  the  iiilerest- 
ed  parties. 

The  passage  which  in  tlie  singular  protest  asserts 
that  "tlie  net  proceeds  from  the  receipts  of  ihe 
Mogyana  Company  are  by  our  order  deposited  in 
the  Banco  dos  Lavradorcs,"  is  one  that  deserves 
no  attention  and  is  consequently  not  entitled  to  ati 
answer. 

The  ciiaracler  of  my  companions  in  the  board, 
their  Jolly  sentiments,  and  the  principles  by  wliicii 
onr  acts  are  inspired  and  governed,  are  above  the 
reach  of  invective  or  slander, 

'I'he  minority  that  suDscribed  to  Ihe  prnlest 
represented  only  10,032  shares  at  a  meeting  in 
which  lSt),o68  were  lepresented,  and  shoulit  not 
claim  supremacy  over  the  sovereign  power  (Art. 
128  of  Decree  No.  434,  of  July  4th,  1S91),  without 
legilimale  cause  Tim]  ni  a  manner  that  can  have  no 
piaclical  result  beyond  excitini,;  distrust  abroad, 
where  it  is  necessaiy  lo  maintain  the  well  deserv- 
ed credit  of  the  company,  the  only  object  we  have 
in  view  in  making  these  remarks  on  ilie  protest 
whicli  in  itself  is  not   of  the  slijjlitest  consequence.

Maceio,  which  is  somewhat  similar  lo  the  picture 
which  has  been  presented  by  Santos  for  n  hmg  linie 
past.  A  Norwegian  sea  captain  of  Chrisiiansand 
writes  lo  Ins  owners  as  follows,  under  date  aud 
October:-"!  ho  .%,,,  of  .Slavaiiger,  at.ivcd  at 
Macei.i  Itu-  a  cargo  of  i,Soo  or  1,900  tons  of  salt 
has  been  lying  here  aiiice  June,  ami  u])  to  dale  has 
only  got  no  board  500  or  600  tons  of  her  cargo 
Ournig  the  p.-ist  six  or  sevet.  weeks,  indeed,  none 
whatever  h.as  been  brought  alongside,  and  the  costs 
lor  r  eimirrage  have  already  run  up  to  /  1,000. 
I'l'esii  ships  arecommg  here  every  day,  and  thirty 
or  loity  more  are  expected  which  have  iieeii 
ehaileied  to  take  cargos  from  here,  ISra.'.ihan  bank 
money  is  not  lo  be  found  in  the  pl.ace,  neither  is 
silver  or  copper  money  obtainable,  and  the  Salt 
t-omp.my  eirculatesliis  own  noles,  aod  these  are 
loiiiul  in  abundance  everywhere.  What  the  real 
value  o  these  notes  is  may  easily  be  imagined. 
1  le  only  person  here  with  whom  anyone  can 
advise  IS  a  huleher,  who  speaks  a  liltlo  hjiglish 
but  he  is  in  the  pay  of  the  company.  At  the  date 
ol  wrilmg  there  are  lying  here  13  small  vessels, 
some  oi  which  are  taking  in  .some  500  or  600  tons 
n  sail;  but  out  in  the  roads  Iherc  are  iS  or  19  large 
ships  of  Iroin  1,500  to  3,00a  tons  carryinjT  capacity. 
I  he  captain  of  a  three-masted  scliooner,  who  was 
so  fortunate  as  to  gel  a  cargo,  had  to  pay  Sou 
mibeis  [^50]  ""gratuities  before  he  could  get  it.

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegr.am  of  the  Mtli  says  that 
the  representatives  of  v.arious  llnropean  bankers 
have  acceiited  an  accord  in  respect  to  the  Argen- 
tine foreign  debt  on  the  condition  that  the  na- 
tional government  uill  oblige  the  provinces  to 
meet  their  hnancial  obligations.  If  true,  the 
Argentine  government  has  undertaken  a  very 
large  contract. 

—  ■\nyliody  not  .acquainted  witli  tlie  country, 
would,  on  reading  the  accounts  of  the  re.oluliou 
now  ill  lull  swing  in  the  province  of  Corrientes, 
imagine  that  ibis  country  was  still  in  a  savage 
stale,  because  when  we  read  of  prisoners  liaviii; 
their  throats  em,  and  other  barbarous  cruellies 
oractised  u|ioii  tliem,  we  can  well  doubt  the  fact  of 
the  country  being  civilised;  and  yet  the  eotintry 
boasts  of  its  civilisation,  whereas  in  realily  oil  side 
of  Bneiios  Aiies  civilisalion  is  a  myth.  Was  ,t  not 
Alberdi  who  said  that  "the  Argentine  republic  was 
composed  of  lluenos  Aires  and  lliirteen  lanchos?" 
What  is  to-day  giiiiig  oil  in  Corrientes  was  to  be 
seen  in  the  streets  of  linenos  Aires  in  the  days  of 
Kosas  and  his  famous  "w.isi'/vi."  Hut  then  line- 
nos Aires  in  tllose  days  did  not  aspire  to  civilisa- 
lion That  such  events  should  be  allowed  to  take 
place,  and  an  entire  province  arise  in  arms  amongst 
heraselves  willioiil  the  national  govermneut  saying 
a  word  in  the  uialter,  or  taking  steps  to  subdue 
the  disorder  and  severely  punish  the  ringleaders,  is 
a  disgrace  to  llie  country .  I'or  what  are  the 
nalioiinl  troops,  if  not  to  keep  order?  bar  better 
send  them  to  oilell  the  dislnrlianees  at  once,  than 
allow  the  country's  credit  to  be  damagol  i"  K';™!'"

— The  commcimter  of  ihe  l'"spiiilo  Snnlo  police 
force  is  paid  6,000$  per  annum.  The  whole  eosl 
of  the  force  is  326,382$. 

—Col.  FacniKlo  Tavares  has  been  tr.insferrcd 
from  the  common  jail  at  Porto  Alcgro  to  the  lieail- 
tpiartcrs  of  the  13th  ballaUon  cf  infantry. 

—Ill  Rio  Grande  an  extension  of  lime  lias  been 
Kranteti  lo  colonists  settled  in  government  eolomes 
10  completi;  the  payments  011  tlieir  lands. 

~A  JJahia  telegram  of  the  I3tli  says  that  the 
service  of  the  Companhia  Bahiana  steamers  has 
"been  interrupted  by  a  strike  of  tlic  firemen. 

—The  population  of  S.  Fidclis  also  want  the 
capital  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  be  moved  to  Campos. 
In  that  case,  how  is  the  governor  to  be  protected 
against  deposition. 

—The  Kio  Gtande,  under  the  direction  of  Garros 
Cassal  Autao  de  Faria,  Sylvio  Rangel  and  Duarte 
Ribeiro,  has  resumed  publication  at  Porto  Alegre, 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  long  continued  drouth  in 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul  lias  caused  serious  prejudices 
throughout  that  state.  The  pastures  and  plantings 
have  been  nearly  destroyed . 
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—The  S.  Joflo  da  Barrn  people  wanl  Campos 
made  the  capital  of  Kio  de  Janeiro. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  oflicers  of  the  police  force 
of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  which  is_  now 
orRaui^iiig,  arc  drawing  pay  in  this  capacity  ai 
well  a.s  that  of  officers  of  the  federal  army. 

—A  conliict  recently  took  ]>lace  .it  Santa  Vic- 
toria, Kio  (irande  do  Sul,  between  a  small  parlv  of 
feder-ahsls  and  a  force  of  Castllliistas.  Tlie  former 
is  said  to  liave  been  defeated,  losing  two  men. 

—Several  important  donations  have  recently 
been  given  in  Sat>  Paulo  for  founding  an  Asylo  ,lo 
Bom  I'astor  for  the  reception  and  reformation  of 
fallen  women,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  pi^or 
girls  who  liave  ]io  means  of  subsistence, 

—Two  men  have  been  captured  in  Piamaniins 
who  were  passing  counterfeit  nuf.-s  of  the  Banco 
Emissor  de  Rernambuco.  A  .jnantity  of  the  notes 
were  sei/ed.  One  of  the  criminals  committed 
suicide,  and  the  otlier  escaped  from  his  captors. 

—An  engineer  in  the  service  of  the  state  of 
Pernambuco  has  recently  visited  Fern.indo  dc 
NoroniiB  and  has  decided  to  recommend  this  island 
as  a  quarantine  station.  In  that  case  it  should 
serve  for  all  Brazilian  ports  subsequently  visited. 

—Tlie  good  republicans  of  Santa  Catliarina  are 
also  getting  into  trouble  among  themselves  over 
the  spoils  of  ofticc.  Telegrams  recently  received 
from  there  stale  that  the  government  is  punishing 
the  opposition  by  turning  their  friends  out  of 
ofllce. 

—Many  of  the  officers  of  the  garrison  of  Porto 
Alegre  have  protested  against  the  arrest  of  Major 
Moracs  of  the  6th  battalion  of  infantry.  _  They  say 
that  this  arrest  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
efiected  offends  military  honor,  infringes  the  law 
and  sacrifices  morality. 

— \Vc  regret  to  see  by  a  telegram  that  the  muni- 
cipal government  of  Cichoeira  de  Itapemirim  has 
organized  a  "monstrous  budget."  They  have 
taxed  the  parish  priest  75$  per  annum  and  have 
committed  other  acts  which  have  caused  "  general 
indignation  !  "  What  we  are  expected  to  tlo  about 
it  here  in  Kio,  is  not  as  yet  quite  clear. 

—The  Leopoldineme  of  the  8ih  inst.  says  that'  at 
the  station  of  I'atrocinio  there  has  been  seized  a 
trunk  containing  160,000$  in  counterfeit  100$ 
notes  of  the  lianco  Emissor  de  Pernambuco.  At 
Rio  Branco  there  have  been  arrested  a  police  sub- 
deleyale  and  a  Frenchman  supposed  to  be  impli- 
cated in  making  and  passing  this  money. 

—A  Campinas  paper  says  that  a  telegram  was 
sent  from  that  city  to  Rio  Grande  to  the  following 
effect:--"/>vrc;  conro  salgado  V  (What  is  the 
price  of  salted  hides?)  Evidently  the  message 
was  not  correctly  transmitted,  for  the  following 
answer  arrived  :—'MyH/  ^ao  fo't  presa  Coroucl 
S\!l,,;-<iilo.  .S<-i>iih  A'h."  (Col.  Salgado  has  not 
been  arrested  here.     He  has  left  for  Rio^. 

—A  S.  Paulo  telegram  of  the  14th  announces 
that  a  New  York  lawyer  named  John  I.  Mackenzie, 
has  given  $50,000  through  Ur.  Horace  M.  Lane 
for  the  construction  and  installation  of  an  educa- 
■  tional  institution  lliere,  which  will  he  called  "Mac- 
kenzie College,"  Part  of  the  material  for  teaching 
will  be  given  by  other  New  York  residents.  The 
buililing  will  be  located  between  Ruas  Maria  An- 
tonia  and  Ilamb<5,  in  the  suburb  of  Pacaemb^. 

—The  situation  in  Rin  Grande  simply  beggars 
description.  A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  13th 
says  that  the  bodies  of  Col.  Moura  .iiid  five  others 
had  been  found  near  Cacequy,  all  with  tbeir  throats 
cut.  At  Rincon,  also,  many  persons  had  been 
killed  in  a  similar  manner.  The  number  of  re- 
fugees seeking  an  asylum  in  Uruguay  is  constantly 
increasing.  A  governnieut  which  resorts  to  sneli 
methods  for  maintaining  itself  in  power,  ought  to 
be  crushed  out  of  existence. 

—On  the  Uruguay  river  the  Argentine  vessel 
Ilucrfam,  accoriiing  to  a  telegram  of  the  iStli 
in.st.,"  was  stopped  by  Bra;^ilian  troops  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Fructuoso  da  Cunha,  who 
ordered  the  commander  of  the  vessel  to  be  shot. 
Accordingly  one  of  the  Brazilian  soldiers  fired 
nt  the  commander  of  the  Huerfam,  wounding  him 
in  the  arm.  The  Brazilians  then  attacked  the 
vessel  but  were  repulsed  and  Fructuoso  was 
captured.  Brazilian  authorities  are  stated  to  be 
unanimous  in  condemning  Fructuoso's  conduct. 
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—There  were  29,SS3  bags  oS.  colYee  stored  at 
various  stations  ol  the  Central  railway  on  the 
14th  insl. 

— Complaints  are  made  of  the  present  state  of 
the  Jnin  de  F6ra  station.  All  the  covered  space  is 
filled  with  meichandise,  and  consequently  passen 
gers  are  crowded  out  into  the  rain  and  mud. 

The  minister  of  agriculture  has  asked  his  col- 
league of  Tniance  for  144,321$  lo  meet  various 
expenses  during  the  current  year  in  the  work  of 
running  the  telegraph  line  from  Uberaba  to  Co. 
rumba,  Matto  Grosso. 

—  According  the  River  Phte  Railway  A^rws, 
the  Pan  American  Express  Co.  is  understood  to 
have  entered  upon  negotiations  for  theinttodnction 
of  the  American  express  system  of  transport  upon 
the  railways  in  Argentina. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  instructed  the 
inspector-general  of  railways  to  notify  the  I'aulisia 
company  that  the  government  has  resolved  to  fix 
the  port  of  S,  Sebasllao  as  ils  point  of  departure  for 
ils  projected  branch  to  Santos,  because  no  other 
point  can  be  selected  which  would  not  be  considered 
au  infringement  on  the  privileged  zone  of  the  S. 
Paulo  line. 

— .\  CataKuazes  telegram  of  the  14th  reports  a 
derailment  on  the  Leopoldina  line,  on  the  nth, 
between  Rio  Doce  and  Saude,  which  resulted  in 
injuries  to  nine  passengers.  It  is  charged  that  the 
directors  are  trying  to  conceal  the  accident.  The 
same  telegram  says  that  derailments  have  occurred 
for  four  consecutive  days  on  the  line  between  Ubd 
and  Catagiiaies,  all  due  lo  tlie  wretched  condition 
of  the  road. 


— .\n  Ouro  Prelu  leU'ijrani  of  the  I3th  reports 
two  heavy  landslides  on  the  line  beiween  tliat  cilj 
anil  (lie  slatiott  .if  lloilrigo  .Silva,  Interrupting 
iraftie.

— Notwitllstanding  the  arrival  nf  frozen  meat 
from  the  River  Plate,  butchers  have  been  recently 
selling  fresh  beef  at  1$  per  kilo. 

— Executive  decree  No.  1,173,  «' the  17th  ult., 
Rutliorized  the  Companhia  Brazileira  Torrens  lo 
build  a  quay  at  the  port  of  Victoria. 

— The  refrigerating  steamer  Jupiter  which  ar- 
rived  from  Montevideo  on  the  13th  inst.,  brought 
5,154  qiiiartcrs  of  lieel,  loo  sheep  and  5  cases  of 
poultry. 

—On  the  I2th  inst.  the  minister  of  industry  visit- 
ed the  refrigerating  steamer  Uranus.  He  examin- 
ed some  of  Ihe  frozen  meat  and  found  it  to  be  in  a 
good  state  of  preservation. 

— The  Paiz  on  Sunday  relates  that  a  policeman 
was  attacked  on  Rna  da  Misericordia  the  preced- 
ing night  by  a  group  of  national  guards,  ol  the  6th 
battalion,  who  were  armed  with  razors.  Is  this 
the  recognized  armament  of  the  national  guard  ? 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  14th  says  that 
the  Havas  agency  had  announced  a  case  of  cholera 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Naturally  it  caused  great 
consternation.  In  our  opinion,  il  is  quite  time 
that  a  protest  were  made  against  these  false 
reports. 

—The  V'ii/e  of  the  isih  feels  compelled  to 
confess  that  the  streets  ol  this  city  are  very  dirty. 
It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  the  Pais  has  suc- 
ceeded in  making  the  discovery,  lor  it  has  been 
apparent  to  the  whoie  world  since  the  days  of 
I\Iem  de  Sd. 

— Fiscal  Diocletian  the  Martyr  has  fined  several 
companies  in  liis  district,  among  theni  the  Carris 
Urbauos,  5oS>  each  for  not  keeping  their  stables 
clean.  He  has  also  fined  the  porter  of  the  Gym- 
nasio  Nncional  (ex-D.  Pedro  II  college)  20?  for 
throwing  garbage  into  the  street.  Long  live 
Diocletian  I 


— The  1st  fromotor  has  formally  arraigned  An- 
tonio Jos^  Gomes  BrnndSo  Jr.  and  Jnnuario  dos 
Santos  PassoB  for  falsifying  and  selling  share  cer- 
tificates ol  Ihe  Chopiin  railway. 

—If  a  stranger  were  to  read  a  file  of  newspapers 
for  the  past  year,  he  would  ccrlainly  conclude  that 
the  principal  business  of  the  government  is  that  of 
making  promotions  in  the  army,  navy  and  national 
guard. 

—It  was  stated  yesterday  that  only  88  beeves 
would  he  slaughtered,  as  ihe  majority  of  the  cat- 
tle-owners refuse  to  comply  with  the  demand  of  the 
municipal  council  lo  declare  the  price  for  which 
tbey  sell  beef. 

—It  is  said— probablyby  a  "  sebastianist  "—that 
at  a  recent  parade  of  the  national  guard  in  thii  city 
there  were  2,533  men  present,  of  which  1,656  were 
officers" and  867  privates.  There  is  soraetliing  truly 
formidable  in  an  army  like  that, 

— The  cruiser  Almi>anle  Bnr-roso  has  been  or- 
dered home  from  Toulon  with  all  speed,  for  the 
purpose  o(  conveying  the  Brazilian  minister  to 
China.  It  is  said  that  calls  will  be  made  at  Val- 
paraiso, San  Francisco,  Yokohama  and  Shanghai. 

—According  to  a  recent  statistical  table  the  city 
and  suburbs  of  Riode  Janeiro  possess  one  cathedral, 
53  churches  and  30  chapels.    In  remaining  localities 

01  the  federal  district,  but  not  within  the  bounds  of 
the  city  and  its  suburbs,  there  are  6  churches  and 

2  cliapels. 

—The  tooth-pulling  battalion  was  to  paraile  last 
Saturday,  but  (ailed  tn  do  so,  because  only  So 
warriors  reported  lor  duty.  According  to  the  re- 
gulations the  battalion  can  not  parade  with  less 
than  the  minimum  number  of  150  soldiers. 
Wouldn't  it  be  a  good  idea  lo  Increase  that  mini- 
mum to  5,000  ? 

-~In  the  question  ol  passing  counterfeit  notes  of 
the  Banco  Emissor  de  Pernambuco,  Ibraliim  de 
Barros  Alvim,  a  relative  of  Dr.  Cesatio  Alvim,  is 
involved.  The  latter  published  yesterday  in  the 
Gatela  de  Noiicias  a  long  article  to  prove  that  he 
has  not  attempted  to  shield  his  relative  from  the 
action  o(  the  courts. 

^Tlie  proprietor  of  the  old  Gloria  market  huild* 
lug,  which  has  long  been  used  as  a  tenement  house, 
says  that  he  is  disposed  to  deliver  Ihe  building 
over  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally 
intended.  It  would  unquestionably  be  of  great 
advantage  lo  an  important  part  ol  the  city  if  this 
idea  could  lie  carried  out. 

— Diocletian  the  Martyr,  who  is  municipal  fiscal 
of  the  Santa  Rita  parish,  ig,i  man  not  to  he  trifled 
with.  He  has  just  capped  a  long  record  of  fines 
imposed  on  infr.ictors  o(  city  ordinances,  with  a 
fine  ol  20$  on  no  less  a  personage  than  the  parish 
priest  and  for  no  less  an  olTence  than  that  of 
"offending  public  decorum  !  " 

—According  to  a  London  telegram  of  the  I3lh 
the  swindling  James  Spencer  Balfour,  who  was  the 
organizer  of  the  building  associations  which  re- 
recently  collapsed,  is  supposed  lo  have  come  lo 
Brazil,  under  an  assumed  name,  to  escape  prosecu- 
tion. He  will  he  a  valuable  recruit  for  the  Rio 
company  organizers,  whose  resources  in  that 
direction  are  very  nearly  exhausted. 

—  In  this  city  on  the  15th  inst.  500  Spaniards 
held  an  indignation  meeting  to  protest  against  the 
ill-treatment  ol  the  Spanish  merchants  Dormenech 
and  Balvcrda  in  Ri"  Grande  do  Sul  and  llie  scourg- 
ing of  the  Spaniard  Vicente  Perez  at  the  barracks  to 
Ihe  7th  b.itlalion  of  infantry  in  this  city.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Spanish  legation  has  addressed  a  note  of 
the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  in  regard  to  these 
matters. 

—The  Supreme  Federal  Tribunal  on  the  lith 
ordered  tlie  release  of  Sebastiiio  Pinho  under  a  writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  by  a  vote  of  5  against  4.  It  begins 
to  he  quite  evident  that  the  great  incorporator  is  to 
escape  all  responsibility  for  the  wholesale  plunder- 
ings  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  during  the  past 
three  years.  And  it  also  looks  as  though  the 
supreme  tribunal  o(  the  country  intends  to  protect 
him,  no  matter  how  clear  the  case  may  be  against 
him. 

—We  are  glad  lo  note  Ihal  the  municipal 
authorities  have  undertaken  to  open  and  widen 
ceriain  streets,  which  are  now  impediments  to 
traffic  and  ventilation.  One  of  these,  the  Rua 
Machado  Coelho,  has  long  been  a  disgrace  to  the 
city,  being  only  a  little  more  than  wide  enough  for 
the  Irani  line.  The  authorities  are  also  removing 
many  of  the  obstructions  to  traffic,  such  as  kiosques, 
bootblacks'  chairs,Jetc.,  for  which  let  us  be  truly 
grateful. 

— A  disgraceful  scene  occurred  at  an  eating 
bouse  in  Rua  Senhor  de  Mattosinhos  on  Saturday 
night,  a  party  of  disorderly  policemen  attacking 
ihe  proprietor  with  tlieir  swords'and  cutting  him 
horribly.  The  noise  brought  other  policemen  to 
the  scene,  and  with  the  sole  result  that  ihe  pro- 
prietor  and  his  wife  were  taken  to  the  station, 
kept  there  three  hours  without  medical  attendance, 
and  were  then  held  for  prosecution  for  resisting 
the  police. 

—According  lo  the  Jornal\\\Q  British  co'nsul  at 
Santiago  de  Culm  has  informed  his  government 
that  a  lapanish  physician,  Dr.  Garcia,  has  dis- 
covered a  remedy  for  yellow  fever,  which  consists 
of  nothing  more  than  the  long  known  ice  treat- 
ment. His  method  is  lo  make  an  immense  ice 
chest,  large  enough  to  receive  the  patient's  bed, 
in  which  the  air  is  kept  cold  and  humid.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  germs  of  fever  are  destroyed  by 
extreme  cold,  but  it  is  not  stated  that  perhaps  the 
patient  also  dies. 

— The  folly  of  permitting  boys  to  have  revolvers 
was  illustrated  on  the  13th  by  an  accident  which 
promises  to  result  fatally.  A  boy  entered  an 
eating-house  and  while  eating  his  dinner  was  ac- 
costed by  a  waiter,  a  boy  ol  13,  who  asked  the 
reason  for  his  moodiness. .  Tfie  first  boy  drew  a 
revolver  and  said  Ihal  he  intended  to  commit 
suicide.  He  then  added  "Would  n't  you  like  to 
die  with  me  also  ?  "—pointing  the  pistol  at  the 
other.  By  some  means  the  revolver  was  discharged, 
and  the  unfortunate  waiter  was  gravely  wounded.
